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Note  some  of  the  "I  Aids"  of  Jesus: 

“I  AM  the  way,  the  truth  and  the  life." 

“1  AM  the  light  of  the  world." 

“1  AM  the  true  vine.” 

“I  AM  the  door." 

"1  AM  the  bread  of  life." 

“1  AM  tlhe  good  shepherd." 

"I  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life." 

"I  AM  Jesus." 

The  "I  AM”  of  MoseB  was  none  other  than 
the  Lord  Jesus,  and  he  Incarnated  himself  In 
the  burning  bush.  He,  therefore,  says  when 
people  ask  for  your  authority  to  preach  unto 
them,  "I  AM  hath  sent  thee."  Jesus  aud  his 
love  Is  the  answer  to  the  world's  need. 

"The  God  of  your  fathers  hath  sent  me,'  'is 
the  further  answer  to  Moses'  question.  If  God 
had  only  revealed  himself  as  the  Great  1  AM.  in 
his  self-existence,  in  his  eternity,  our  faith  could 
never  reach  him;  but  now  he  says,  "I  am  the 
God  of  your  father."  There  is  something  in¬ 
tensely  human  in  this.  There  is  something  im¬ 
pressively  beautiful  in  the  idea  that  God  is  the 
God  of  the  father,  and  of  the  Bon,  and  of  the 
descendants.  Thus  the  one  God  makes  humanity 
into  the  one  family.  We  live  in  different  zones 
and  acknowledge  the  sovereignty  of  different 
rulers,  yet  all  nations  are  one,  insofar  as  they 
serve  and  worship  the  living  God.  This  makes 
him  a  God  of  affection-  and  this  Is  the  heart 
of  the  Christian  religion.  Jesus,  the  8on,of  God, 
Is  for  the  head:  Jesus,  the  Son  of  Man,  Is  for  the 
heurt.  Tills  shull  lie  your  message. 

S.  "They  will  not  believe  me."  Distrust  Is 
natural  to  the  mind:  and  Moses  argue*  that  men 
will  not  believe  this  remarkable  story,  lie  had 
no  doubt  that  tlhe  1  AM  had  appeared  unto  him¬ 
self,  but  how  could  he  rcnvlnce  others?  There 
were  two  great  difficulties  in  the  way  of  faith: 
First,  they  would  not  credit  so  marvelous  a 
thing  ns  God  appearing  in  a  burning  bush;  sec¬ 
ond,  they  would  doubt  the  practicability  of  any¬ 
one  leading  Israel  out  of  Egypt. 

My  brethren,  do  we  not  meet  the  same  diffi¬ 
culties?  The  first,  the  cardinal  principle  in  our 
religion  is  that  Jesus  Christ  is  man.  and  that  He 
is  God.  The  Incarnation  Is  a  hard  doctrine  for 
human  reason.  Many  a  prophet  has  exclaimed, 
"Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report?”  Why 
shall  I  preach  if  no  one  will  believe  my  sermon? 

The  answer  is  plain.  Two  notable  miracles 
were  performed.  The  rod  in  the  hand  of  Moses 
became  a  serpent,  and  the  hand  became  leprous. 
God  said,  I  will  be  with  you  In  power,  that  “they 
may  believe  that  the  Lord  Gqd  of  their  fathers 
hath  appeared  unto  them."  Jesus  said  to  His 
disciples,  "Go,  preach  the  gospel  to  all  the 
world,”  but  He  als  osald,  "Tarry  In  Jerusalem 
till  ye  lw>  endued  with  power  from  on  high."  It 
is  not  the  power  to  work  miracles,  but  far  bet¬ 
ter  it  I*  the  Holy  Spirit  given  in  power  over 
human  hearts  Men  will  believe  when  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  present  In  power, 

4.  "I  sin  not  eloquent."  "I  am  slow  of  siteech 
and  slow  of  tongue."  Have  you  not  felt  the 
same  thing?  There  Is  not  one  man  In  ten 
thousand  who  Is  eloquent.  Mr.  Moody  was  not 
eloquent,  but  he  was  full  of  soul.  You  can  talk 
about  everything  else;  why  not  atiout  God? 
Moses  became  mighty  In  speech.  He  was  no 
mere  rhetorician,  yet  his  speech  was  distilled 
with  dew.  The  Lord  never  Intimated  that  elo¬ 
quence  is  necessary  to  Christian  work. 

"And  the  Lord  said  unto  him.  Who  hath  made 
man’s  mouth?  or  who  maketh  the  dumb,  or  the 
deaf,  or  the  seeing,  or  the  blind?  Have  not  I, 
the  Lord?  Now,  therefore,  go,  and  I  will  be 
with  thy  mouth,  and  teach  thee  what  thou  shalt 
say.”  God  Is  gracious  to  his  people  when  they 
try  to  labor  for  him.  God  can  wondrously  use 
your  tongue,  surrendered  to  him.  Our  suffic¬ 
iency  is  not  of  ourselves,  but  of  God.  God  will 
help  you  to  talk,  as  he  helped  Moses,  Isaiah, 
Jeremiah,  and  many  another. 

6.  "I  cannot  go."  Up  to  this  time  Moses  pre¬ 
sented  weighty  reasons,  and  God  argued  the 
case  with  him,  but  now  his  whole  heart  failed 
him,  and  he  said,  "I  cannot  go.”  What  he 
meant  was  simply,  "1  don’t  want  to  go.” 

“I  will  not  go” — is  not  this  the  trouble  with 
the  world?  It  has  been  said  of  the  Christianity 


of  today,  “It  cannot  give,  on  account  of  the  de¬ 
pression  of  the  times;  it  cannot  go  upon  its 
mighty  errand  because  of  its  dainty  delicate¬ 
ness;  it  cannot  engage  In  active  beneficence  be¬ 
cause  charity  should  begin  at  home;  it  cannot 
enter  into  ardent  con'roversy  because  it  prefers 
the  contentment  of  inactivity." 

Let  us  be  true  to  ourselves,  true  to  God,  true 
to  our  fellow-man.  If  we  do  this  our  excuses 
will  die  upon  our  lips  .and  we  will  be  found  in 
every  field  of  blessed  activity.

Motley'*  outline  on  “Effectual 
Prayer,”  let  him  then  call  for  Scripture 
reading*  as  noted,  and  then  have  the  breth¬ 
ren  ap|M»inted  make  short  talks  on  their 
respective  subjects.  lutorspersc  with  heart¬ 
felt  song  and  prayer. 

EFFECTUAL  PHAYEIt. 

Every  true  believer  really  wants  to  know  how 
to  pray  aright.  In  Luke  2:1  we  read  that  on 
one  occasion,  when  Jesus  ceased  praying,  one 
of  Ills  disciples  said,  "Lord,  teaoh  us  to  pray.” 
The  correct  wording  of  one's  prayer  Is  desira¬ 
ble,  but  the  motive,  spirit  and  manner  are  the 
matters  of  prime  Importance.  The  following 
suggestions  may  be  of  some  use: 

1.  Pray  after  listening  to  God  In  Ills  Word 
(John  15:7.)  When  one  reads  the  Tllble  tie 
hears  God  speak  to  him;  when  one  prnys  he 
answers  back  to  God. 

2.  Pray  without  selfishness.  When  one  prays 
for  health,  for  larger  harvosts.  for  prosperity  in 
business,  It  should  be  with  the  hope  that  his 
ability  to  serve  might  be  Increased  One's  de¬ 
sires  as  well  as  his  deeds  should  look  to  the 
glory  of  God.  ‘(See  I  Cor.  10:31.) 

3.  Pray  honestly.  When  one  prays,  "Thy 
kingdom  come,  Thy  will  be  done,  as  in  heaven, 
so  in  earth,'’  there  must  be  a  willingness  and  a 
d'-slre  in  his  heart  to  lay  himself  and  all  that 
he  has  on  the  altar  of  God  for  service. 

4.  Pray  unitedly.  A  strong  promise  Is  made 
to  even  two  believers  who  may  agree  touching 
the  things  of  Christ  (Mat.  18:19).  It  Is  very 
evident  that  there  was  unity  of  purpose  and  of 
request  among  the  disciples  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  and  following  the  mighty  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  on  the  day  of  Pentocost.  (Acts  2:1- 
1 1 ) . 

R.  Pray  perseveringly.  For  wise  purpose*  of 
Ills  own,  the  Lord  must  often  delay  Ills  answer. 
At  least,  otie  i*  warranted  in  continuing  his  pc 
tltlon,  provided  the  bleesng  he  seek*  for  him¬ 
self  or  another  Is  not  bestowed  at  once.  It  I*  a 
blessed  privilege  to  linger  at  a  throne  of  grace 
with  th"  assurance  that  God,  In  His  own  time 
and  way,  will  give  the  answer  (Luke  11:5-10;

THE  FIVE  KINGS. 


Romans  6: 17-21 


1.  KINO  SIN.  “That  as  sin  hath  reigned 
unto  death.”  (verse  21.) 

Sin  entered  upon  his  reign  In  the  sin  of 
Adam.  Sin  had  before  entered  the  world  of 
angels,  but  did  not  have  undisputed  lordship — 
did  not  reign. 

Sin’s  reign  was  universal.  Death  has  passed 
on  all  men  for  that  all  have  sinned.  (5:12)  So 
that  man  Is  as  muoh  disposed  to  sin  as  the 
sparks  are  to  fly  upward 

2.  KING  DEATH.  "For  if  by  one  man  s 
offense  death  reigned  by  one.”  (5:17) 

King  Sin  set  up  a  throne  for  Death  to  reign 
on.  Otherwise  Death  could  not  reign.  "Thp 
wages  of  sin  'i  death.”  Had  there  been  no  sin 
In  the  world,  there  had  been  no  death.  “He 


speaks  of  death  as  a  mighty  prince  whose  mon¬ 
archy  is  the  most  absolute,  universal  and  lasting 
Death  is  absolute.  Hear  the  proud  quean  of 
England  when  Death  grasped  her.  '  My  kingdom, 
my  kingdom  for  a  moment  of  time."  Death  has 
reigned  from  Adam  until  now  He  is  the  last 
king  that  shall  be  destroyed  by  King  Jesus.  So 
there  is  a  limit  put  to  the  reign  of  Death 

3.  KINO  GRACE.  "Even  so  might  grace 
reign  through  righteousness,”  etc.  (5:21)  Here 
we  have  war  between  King  Sin  and  King  Ora'  e 
"But  when  sin  abounded,  grace  did  much  more 
abound.”  (5:20) 

Little  Faith,  awaking  from  his  sleep,  saw 
three  rogues — Faint  Heart.  Mis'rust  and  Guilt 
who  called  on  him  to  stand.  "At  this  Little 
Faith  looked  as  white  as  a  clout,  and  had  power 
neither  to  fight  nor  fly.  Mistrus  ran  up  td 
him,  and  thrusting  his  hand  into  his  pocket, 
pulled  out  thence  a  bag  of  silver.  Then  he  cried 
out,  "Thieves'  Thieves!”  With  that,  Guilt,  with 
a  great  club  that  was  in  his  hand,  struck  Little 
Faith  on  the  head  .and  with  that  blow  felled 
him  to  the  ground;  where  he  lay  bleeding  as 
«one  that  would  bleed  to  death  "  But  hearing 
Great  Grace  appearing,  the  rogues  ran  away. 

4.  KINO  JESUS  "Even  so  might  grace 
reign  through  righteousness  unto  eternal  life 
by  Jesus  Christ  our  liortl."  (6:21) 

"Jesus  shall  reign  where’er  the  sun 
Doth  his  successive  Journeys  run. 

His  kingdom  stretch  from  shore  to  shore 
’Till  moons  shall  wax  and  wane  no  more."

The  following  resolutions  offered  by  Dr  I. 
E.  Barton,  ahalrman  of  the  publicity  committee 
were  unanimously  and  heartily  adopted  by  the 
Home  Mission  Board  at  Its  meeting  on  February 

3; 

Whereas,  the  weekly  pre*s  of  Southern  Bap 
tlsts  has  been  and  is  of  incalculable  value  to 
every  co-operative  kingdom  service  of  the  de¬ 
nomination;  and 

*  Whereas,  the  work  of  enlisting  the  tens  of 
thousands  of  undeveloped  and  uninformed 
among  our  people,  and  the  croatlon  and  mainten¬ 
ance  of  a  healthy  denominational  spirit  and  ley 
ally,  cannot  lie  accompilxhed  wl'hout  the  pre* 
ence  of  the  denominational  paper*  In  the  homes 
of  the  people,  and 

Whereas,  the  denominational  pres*  |*  t be  only 
adequate  and  dependable  printed  page  medium 
for  conserving  among  our  people  In  the  r  purity 
t lie  dortrlnc*  and  moral  requirement*  of  the 
Word  of  God,  In  a  day  wh'  n  an  Immense  amount 
of  religious  mls-informatlon  and  mls-teai  lilng  I* 
flooding  the  country. 

Therefore,  resolved — 

1.  That  the  board  expresses  its  own  deep  and 
abiding  sense  of  obligation  to  the  Baptist  paper* 
of  the  South  for  their  consistent,  faithful  and 
able  advocacy  of  the  great  work  which  Southern 
Baptists  have  committed  to  our  hands. 

2.  That  it  Is  our  Judgment  that  serious  and 
prayerful  attention  should  be  given  in  the 
churches  and  in  our  associations  and  other  de¬ 
nominational  meetings  to  the  claims  of  the  de¬ 
nominational  press,  and  that  the  representative* 
of  all  denominational  interest*  should  on  every 
opportunity  magnify  the  Baptist  press 

3.  We  urge  upon  our  Baptist  pastors  and 
people  throughout  the  South  the  Importance  of 
having  the  denominational  paper  in  every  hi. no¬ 
lo  every  church  .and  express  our  belief  ’hat 
this  is  a  matter  of  such  vital  Importance  that 
the  churohes  everywhere  should  take  suitable 
and  adequate  steps  to  impress  the  need  upon 
their  members. 
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down  an  oppressor,  and  he  had  to  fly  for  hla 
life.  In  that  lone  wilderness  God  had  never  ap¬ 
peared  to  him.  lie  led  his  flock  to  the  mountain 
side  and  down  Into  the  valleys;  he  looked  Into 
the  dear  heavens  and  studied  the  wonderful 
works  of  God. 

Hut  at  length  the  angel  of  the  I-ord  appeared 
unto  him  "In  a  flame  of  Are.  and  the  bush  was 
not  consumed."  Here  was  a  beautiful  conjunc¬ 
tion  of  the  natural  and  of  the  supernatural.  A 
bush  burned  Into  a  sanctuary.  The  heavens  can- 
rot  suffice  to  contain  God,  yet  he  may  be  found 
In  every  flower.  We  pass  the  great  things  of 
nature  and  are  attracted  by  Ind  fferent  matters. 
The  sea  wants  to  speak  to  us,  but  we  do  not  lis¬ 
ten  to  Its  sounding  voice;  the  stars  call  to  us, 
but  we  shut  them  out.  Moses  said,  "I  will  turn 
aside  and  see."  Then  the  Lord  spoke  to  him; 
and  when  we  turn  aside,  God  will  speak  to  us. 
"Draw  near."  says  God,  "and  put  the  shoes  from 
off  hy  feet,  for  the  ground  whereon  thou  Bland¬ 
est  is  holy  ground.”  Then 

God  Announced  Ills  Great  Purpose 
towards  Israel.  He  had  seen  the  affliction  of 
his  people,  and  lie  was  determined  to  deliver 
them  by  the  hnnd  of  Moses.  This  is  like  the 
comm  salon  that  he  gives  to  every  Christian 
worker.  God  has  In  view  a  great  purpose,  and 
he  calls  upon  Moses  to  carry  It  out.  To  accom¬ 
plish  this  purpose  two  things  were  needed: 

First,  a  great  call. 

Second,  a  great  deliverance  of  men. 

Mosm  llegan  to  Make  Excuses. 

As  these  are  the  Identical  excuses  made  by 
Christians  today,  we  will  examine  them.  God 
does  not  blindly  put  a  man  into  his  work.  If  he 
has  an  excuse,  God  will  reason  with  him,  and 
graciously  argue  out  the  case. 

1.  "Whoam  I?"  Mobcs  argued.  I  do  not  won¬ 
der  that  Moses  was  startled  at  the  call.  The 
proposition  blinded  him  us  with  an  intolerable 
light.  He  could  lead  the  flocks  of  Ills  father-in- 
law,  but  he  did  not  think  he  could  lead  a  nation 
out  of  bondage.  Here  Moses  marks  a  true  spirit. 
He  felt  too  greatly  bhe  burden  of  responsibility 
to  assume  lightly  this  gr  at  task.  When  we 
feel  our  weakness  then  are  we  strong.  Moses 
was  undoubtedly  the  fittest  man  living  for  the 
work,  yet  he  says,  "Who  am  1?”  If  Moses  had 
not  felt  this  sense  of  humility,  he  would  have 
been  unfit  for  the  call.  All  successful  workers 
feel  thus. 

God's  answer  was  two-fold'  "1  will  be  with 
thee.”  That  puts  a  new  light  on  the  subject. 
"I  never  expect  you,"  says  God,  “to  go  alone." 
We  see  the  human  instrument,  but  we  forget  the 
hand  that  guides  it.  When  we  feel  the  great 
God  behind  us,  then  are  we  strong.  Moses  by 
himself  would  have  been  a  failure,  but  Moses 
and  God  were  a  great  success.  There  is  the 
place  of  our  hope.  Jesus  said  to  the  disciples, 
"Go."  but  he  also  said.  "Ho,  I  am  with  you  al¬ 
ways."  The  man  of  power  is  the  one  who  knows 
the  work,  and  then  relies  upon  God  for  strength. 

"Not  only  will  I  be  with  you,"  says  God,  “but 
I  will  give  you  success."  Moses  had  back  of 
him  a  most  blessed  promise.  "When  you  shall 
bring  forth  Israel  out  of  Egypt  you  shall  serve 
God  In  this  mountain."  It  was  now  peopled  only 
by  the  solitary  shepherd,  and  its  greatest  won¬ 
der  was  the  burning  bush.  Hut  then  it  should 
be  filled  with  the  fiery  furnace  of  God.  and  the 
law  sent  forth  from  Sinai  should  govern  the 
ages.  God  gives  enough  assurance  of  success 
to  keep  our  hearts  encouraged,  and  he  lights  up 
the  way  with  glorious  promises. 

2.  “Wliat  shall  I  say?"  Moses  desired  full  in¬ 
formation  in  regard  to  the  message.  There  was 
no  visible  presence  to  go  with  him,  and  how 
would  the  people  of  Israel  know  that  God  was 
with  him?  "Show  us  the  Father”  is  the  question 
uppermost  in  every  heart. 

The  Hord  made  answer,  “I  Am  that  1  Am  hath 
sent  thee."  The  great  self-existing  God,  the 
God  of  creation  and  of  providence,  throws 
around  himself  in  the  buring  bush  the  veil  of 
eternity.  This  name,  “I  Am  that  I  Am,”  is 
never  applied  to  man  or  angel.  It  stands  out 
singly  and  alone  as  the  peculiar  name  of  Deity, 
of  Israel.  Hut  he  ran  before  -he  In  every  Instance  It  refers  to  the  revelation  of 

His  hot  blood  made  him  strike  Jesus  Christ,  the  God  who  came  among  men.

bring  In  I  s  report  to  The  jjext  meeting  of  the 
Convention  the  fullest  pQ*r$U>le  exhibit  of  all 
pertinent  farts,  with  such  recommendations  a» 
may  seem  Justified  by  the  fp*ts  and  deemed  wise 
by  the  Commission. 

The  Convention  accepted  the  report  and  the 
President  of  the  Convention  named  the  following 
persons  on  the  newly  created'  Education  Commis¬ 
sion:  J  M  Shelburne.

The  Comission  met  In  Houston  for  organiza¬ 
tion  purposes,  and  elected  j^r  A  J.  Barton,  Tex¬ 
as.  Chairman,  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Cammack.  Rich¬ 
mond.  Va..  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Commission  Met  la  Nashville. 

A  meeting  of  this  Commission  preparatory  to 
carrying  out  the  instruction  of  the  Convention 
was  held  In  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Jan.  27th  and  28th 
In  connection  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Educa¬ 
tion  Association,  which  mdt  Jan.  28th  and  29th. 

The  four  general  subjects  considered  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Coinmisslo#  were: 

1.  A  candid  survey  of  the  Baptist  situation 
■in  the  Southern  States 

^  2.  Questions  Involving  relations  to  the  Sun¬ 

day  School  Board. 

3.  Questions  involving  tl|e  educational  policy 
which  wo  may  recommend  to  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention. 

4.  Questions  Involving-  relations  to  other 
Christian  Educational  In»ytutlons. 

Every  one  present  felt  that  the  meeting  was 
a  moat  profitable  one  from  the  standpo'nt  of  ar¬ 
riving  at  an  understanding  of  the  general  out¬ 
line  which  should  govern  the  report  to  be  made 
to  the  Convention  In  AshylUe  next  May.  Defi¬ 
nite  conclusions  were  neSihed  on  several  mat¬ 
ters  of  vital  importance  in  our  educational  work 
as  a  denomination,  and  plans  were  perfected 
whereby  the  exhibit,  which  the  Convention  re¬ 
quests,  may  be  presented  to  that  body. 

Education  Board. 

The  Secretary  was  request'd  by  the  Comm  s- 
sion  in  conveying  some  report  of  the  meeting  to 
the  Baptist  papers  of  this  South  to  make  special 
mention  of  two  resolution^  recommended  by  the 
Comml'tee  on  Resolution!  and  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Commls*fqii. 

First-  The  Commission  believes  It  wise  that 
the  Southern  Baptist  Contention  establish  at  Its 
next  session  an  Education' Board  and  will  so  rec¬ 
ommend  in  its  report  to.  that  body. 

Second-  The  Commission  beleves  it  wise  that 
the  time  has  come  for  a’ general  South  wide  dis¬ 
cus-ion  on  the  subject  or  establishing  an  Educa¬ 
tion  Board  by  the  South4rn  Baptist  Convention, 
it  s  believed  that  by  this  method  the  Conven¬ 
tion  will  be  prepared  to  act  intelligently  on  the 
report  to  be  submitted. 

Another  matter  of  gqnei-al  interest  Is  in  re¬ 
spect  to  the  relation  of  tSe  Sunday  School  Boards 
literature  to  our  general-educational  work  as  a 
denomination  A  part  .of  the  plan  proposed 
involves,  with  the  approval  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board,  a  Denominations^  Education  Day  in  the 
17,000  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  of  the  South. 

Dr  Van  Ness,  by  invitation  of  the  Commission, 
addressed  us  on  that  subject  and  stated  that  he 
believed  such  a  plan  feasible  when  there  shall

Vicksburg. 

Hast  Sunday  morning,  we  presented  the  claims 
of  the  Education  Commission  to  the  folks  at  the 
First  Church,  and  a  good  offering  was  given.  Dr. 
Brame  is  doing  a  great  work  here. 

At  the  night  service  I  was  with  Bowmar  Ave¬ 
nue  Church,  where  a  most  liberal  offering  was 
made.  Bro.  J.  M.  Melts,  a  student  of  Mississippi 
College,  Is  their  efficient  pastor. 

God  is  wonderfully  using  these  :wo  pastors  in 
Vicksburg  in  His  own  glory. 

At  the  close  of  the  night  service  at  Bowmar 
Avenue,  I  was  driven  In  an  automobile  to  the 
largest  colored  Baptist  church  In  Vicksburg 
where  the  colored  people  were  having  a  mass 
meeting  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  negro 
Baptist  school.  It  was  my  privilege  to  speak 
to  this  mighty  throng  of  folks  on  the  BubJ'ct  of 
denominational  schools  and  their  value  In  a 
community.  Judge  Anderson  made  a  telling 
speech  along  the  same  lines.  Dr.  Jones  (and  ho 
Is  a  real  doctor  too,)  who  is  pastor  of  the  church 
where  the  mass  meet  ng  was  held,  is  one  of  the 
best  educated  men  of  his  race  In  the  South.  He 
ha*s  been  pastor  at  Vicksburg  for  (wenty-seven 
years  where  God  has  used  him  mightily  In  the 
extension  of  His  Kingdom  among  the  colored 
people.  The  colored  people  are  taking  hold  of 
this  denominational  school  proposition  with  great 
earnestness,  and  may  God  bless  them  in  it.  A* 
the  close  of  the  service  the  choir  rendered  some 
special  music  which  was  the  greatest  I  have 
ever  heard  yet. 

Things  religiously  are  actually  looking  up  in 
Vicksburg. 

On  February  1st,  we  closed  the  first  year's 
work  in  this  campaign;  Bro.  .1.  E.  Byrd  rendered 
valuable  service  the  first  six  months.  After¬ 
wards,  Prof.  J.  H.  Johnson,  our  beloved  president 
has  been  giving  some  time  to  It  with  telling  ef¬ 
fect.  Wish  it  could  have  been  possible  to  have 
kept  these  two  brethren  in  the  campaign  until 
the  close. 

This  has  been  the  busiest  year  of  my  life,  and 
from  many  standpoints,  the  work  has  been  very 
pleasant  indeed.  W  have  one  of  the  finest  bunch 
of  pastors  to  be  found  anywhere  In  the  South, 
and  the  Mississippi  Baptists  hoa's  are  liberal  In¬ 
deed.  In  spite  of  all  the  difficulties  and  spectnl 
objects  that  have  been  pressed  upon  our  people, 
we  have  raised  to  February  1st,  $69,654.22, 
which  from  many  standpoints  is  great.

THE  BOOK 


GOD’S  CALI.  TO  WORK  AND  M  AN'S  EXCUSES, 
By  Jno.  T.  Christian,  D.  D., 

Pas' or  First  Baptist  Church.  Hattiesburg. 
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Note  some  of  the  "I  Ama”  of  Jesus: 

"I  AM  the  way,  the  truth  and  the  life." 

"I  AM  Ihe  light  of  the  world.” 

“I  AM  the  true  vine.” 

”1  AM  the  door.” 

”1  AM  the  bread  of  life.” 

”1  AM  Che  good  shepherd." 

”1  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life." 

”1  AM  Jesus.” 

The  "1  AM”  of  Moses  was  none  other  than 
the  lx>rd  Jesus,  and  he  incarnated  himself  in 
the  burning  bush.  He,  therefore,  says  when 
people  ask  for  your  authority  to  preach  unto 
them,  ”1  AM  hath  sent  thee."  Jesus  and  his 
love  1b  the  answer  to  the  world's  need. 

"The  God  of  your  fathers  hath  sent  me.'  'Is 
the  further  answer  to  Moses'  question.  If  God 
had  only  revealed  himself  as  the  Great  1  AM,  In 
his  self-existence,  In  hiB  eternity,  our  faith  could 
never  reach  him;  but  now  he  says,  ”1  am  the 
God  of  your  father.”  There  Is  something  In¬ 
tensely  human  In  this.  There  Is  something  im¬ 
pressively  beautiful  In  the  Idea  that  God  Is  the 
God  of  the  father,  and  of  the  son,  aud  of  the 
descendants.  Thus  the  one  God  makes  humanity 
Into  the  one  family.  We  live  In  different  zones 
and  acknowledge  the  sovereignty  of  different 
rulers,  yet  all  nations  are  one,  insofar  as  they 
serve  and  worship  the  living  God.  This  makes 
hint  a  God  of  affection — and  this  is  the  heart 
of  the  Christian  religion.  Jesus,  the  Son  of  God, 
Is  for  the  head;  Jesus,  the  Son  of  Man,  Is  for  the 
heart.  This  shall  he  your  message 

3.  "They  will  not  believe  me."  Distrust  Is 
natural  to  the  mind;  and  Moses  argues  that  men 
will  not  believe  this  remarkable  story.  He  had 
no  doubt  that  Che  I  AM  had  appeared  unto  him¬ 
self,  hut  how  could  he  convince  others?  There 
were  two  great  difficulties  In  the  way  of  faith: 
First,  they  would  not  credit  so  marvelous  a 
thing  as  God  appearing  in  a  burning  bush,  sec¬ 
ond,  they  would  doubt  the  practicability  of  any¬ 
one  leading  Israel  out  of  Egypt. 

My  brethren,  do  we  not  meet  the  same  diffi¬ 
culties?  The  first,  the  cardinal  principle  In  our 
religion  Is  that  Jesus  Christ  is  man.  and  that  He 
is  God.  The  Incarnation  Is  a  hard  doctrine  for 
human  reason.  Many  a  prophet  has  exclaimed. 
"Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report?"  Why 
shall  I  preach  If  no  one  will  believe  my  sermon? 

The  answer  is  plain.  Two  notable  miracles 
were  performed.  The  rod  In  the  hand  of  Moses 
became  a  serpent,  and  the  hand  became  leprous. 
God  said,  1  will  be  with  you  in  power,  that  “they 
may  believe  that  the  Lord  God  of  their  fathers 
hath  appeared  unto  them.”  Jesus  said  to  His 
disciples,  "Go,  preach  the  gospel  to  all  the 
world,”  but  He  als  osald,  "Tarry  In  Jerusalem 
till  ye  be  endued  with  power  from  on  high.”  It 
Is  not  the  power  to  work  miracles,  but  far  bet¬ 
ter  It  Is  the  Holy  Spirit  given  in  power  over 
human  hearts.  Men  will  believe  when  the  Holy 
Spirit  Is  present  In  power. 

4.  “I  am  not  eloquent."  "I  am  slow  of  speech 
and  slow  of  tongue.”  Have  you  not  felt  the 
same  thing?  There  is  not  one  man  In  ten 
thousand  who  Is  eloquent.  Mr.  Moody  was  not 
eloquent,  but  he  was  full  of  soul.  You  can  talk 
about  everything  else;  why  not  about  God? 
Moses  became  mighty  In  speech.  He  was  no 
mere  rhetorician,  yet  his  speech  was  distilled 
with  dew.  The  Lord  never  intimated  that  elo¬ 
quence  Is  necessary  to  Christian  work. 

"And  the  Lord  said  unto  him.  Who  hath  made 
man's  mouth?  or  who  maketh  the  dumb,  or  the 
deaf,  or  the  seeing,  or  the  blind?  Have  not  I, 
the  Lord?  Now,  therefore,  go,  and  1  will  be 
with  thy  mouth,  and  teach  thee  what  thou  shalt 
say.”  God  Is  gracious  to  his  people  when  they 
try  to  labor  for  him.  God  can  wondrously  use 
your  tongue,  surrendered  to  him.  Our  suffic¬ 
iency  Is  not  of  ourselves,  but  of  God.  God  will 
help  you  to  talk,  as  he  helped  Moses,  Isaiah, 
Jeremiah,  and  many  another. 

5.  “I  cannot  go.”  Up  to  this  time  Moses  pre¬ 
sented  weighty  reasons,  and  God  argued  the 
case  with  him,  but  now  hls  whole  heart  failed 
him,  and  he  said,  "I  cannot  go.”  What  he 
meant  was  simply,  ”1  don't  want  to  go.” 

"I  will  not  go” — is  not  this  the  trouble  with 
the  world?  It  has  been  said  of  the  Christianity 
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of  today,  "It  cannot  give,  on  account  of  the  de¬ 
pression  of  the  times;  it  cannot  go  upon  Its 
mighty  errand  because  of  its  dainty  delicate¬ 
ness;  it  cannot  engage  In  active  beneficence  be¬ 
cause  charity  should  begin  at  home;  It  cannot 
enter  Into  ardent  con  roversy  because  It  prefers 
the  contentment  of  inactivity." 

Let  us  be  true  to  ourselves,  true  to  God,  true 
to  our  fellow-man.  If  we  do  this  our  excuses 
will  die  upon  our  Ups  ,and  we  will  be  found  In 
every  field  of  blessed  activity.

brethren  one  each  of  the  [Mints  in  l>r.  Trot¬ 
ter's  "Five  King**."  After  a  brief  discus¬ 
sion  of  Dr.  Motley's  outline  on  "F.ffectual 
Prayer,"  let  him  then  call  for  Scripture 
readings  as  noted,  and  then  have  the  breth¬ 
ren  ap|M»lnted  make  short  talks  on  their 
res|>eotive  subjects.  Intersperse  with  heart¬ 
felt  song  and  prayer. 

EFFECTUAL  PRAYEIi. 

Every  true  believer  really  wants  to  know  how 
to  pray  aright.  In  Luke  2:1  we  read  that  on 
one  occasion,  when  Jesus  ceased  praying,  one 
of  Hls  disciples  said,  "Lord,  teaoh  us  to  pray." 
The  correct  wording  of  one's  prayer  Is  desira¬ 
ble,  but  the  motive,  spirit  and  manner  arc  the 
matters  of  prime  Importance.  The  following 
suggestions  may  be  of  some  use: 

1.  Pray  after  listening  to  God  in  His  Word 
(John  15:7.)  When  one  reads  tne  Bible  ae 
hears  God  speak  to  him;  when  one  prays  he 
answers  back  to  God. 

2.  Pray  Without  selfishness.  When  one  prays 
for  health,  for  larger  harvests,  for  prosperity  in 
business.  It  should  be  with  the  hope  that  hls 
ability  to  serve  might  be  increased  One's  de¬ 
sires  as  well  as  hls  deeds  should  look  to  the 
glory  of  God.  '(See  I  Cor.  10:31.) 

3.  Pray  honestly.  When  one  prays,  "Thy 
kingdom  come,  Thy  will  be  done,  as  In  heaven, 
so  in  earth,”  there  must  be  a  willingness  and  a 
desire  in  hls  heart  to  lay  himself  and  all*that 
he  has  on  the  altar  of  God  for  service. 

4.  Pray  unitedly..  A  strong  promise  Is  made 
to  even  two  believers  who  may  agTee  touching 
the  things  of  Christ  (Mat.  18:19).  It  Is  very 
evident  that  there  was  unity  of  purpose  and  of 
request  among  the  disciples  Immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  and  following  the  mighty  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  on  the  day  of  Pentecost.  (Acts  2:1- 
42). 

5.  Pray  perseveringly.  For  wise  purposes  of 

His  own,  the  Lord  must  often  delay  His  answer. 
At  least,  one  Is  warranted  In  continuing  hls  pe¬ 
tition,  provided  the  blessing  he  seeks  for  him¬ 
self  or  another  Is  not  bestowed  at  once.  It  is  a 
blessed  privilege  to  linger  at  a  throne  of  grace 
with  the  assurance  that  God.  In  Hls  own  time 
and  way.  will  give  the  answer  (Luke  11:5-10;

Romans  5: 17-21 . 


1.  KINO  SIN.  "That  as  sin  hath  reigned 
unto  death.”  (verse  21.) 

Sin  entered  upon  his  reign  In  the  sin  of 
Adam.  Sin  had  before  entered  the  world  of 
angels,  but  did  not  have  undisputed  lordship — 
did  not  reign. 

Sin’s  reign  was  universal.  Death  has  passed 
on  all  men  for  that  all  have  sinned.  (5:12)  So 
that  man  is  as  muoh  disposed  to  sin  as  the 
sparks  are  to  fly  upward 

2.  KING  DEATH.  “For  if  by  one  man's 
offense  de«Ui  reigned  by  one."  (5:17) 

King  Sin  set  up  a  throne  for  Death  to  reign 
on.  Otherwise  Death  could  not  reign.  "The 
wages  of  sin  '•  death."  Had  there  been  no  sin 
In  the  world,  there  had  been  no  death.  "He 
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speaks  of  death  as  a  mighty  prince  whose  mon¬ 
archy  Is  the  most  absolute,  universal  and  lasting 
Death  is  absolute.  Hear  tlhe  proud  queen  of 
England  when  Death  grasped  her.  "My  kingdom, 
my  kingdom  for  a  momeut  of  lime  Death  has 
reigned  from  Adum  until  now.  He  is  the  last 
king  that  shall  be  destroyed  by  King  Jesus  So 
there  Is  a  limit  put  to  the  re:gn  of  Death 

3.  KING  GRACE.  "Even  to  might  grace 
reign  through  righteousness,"  etc.  (5:21)  Here 
we  have  war  between  King  Sin  and  King  Grace 
“Rut  when  sin  abounded,  grace  did  much  more 
abound.”  (5:20) 

Little  FaltJi.  awwklng  from  hls  sleep,  saw- 
three  rogues — Fain],  Hegrt.  Mis’rust  and  Guilt 
who  called  on  hltft  to  stand.  'At  this  Little 
Faith  looked  as  whfa  as  a  clout,  and  had  power 
neither  to  fight  nor  fly.

4.  KING  JESUS  "Even  so  might  grace 
reign  through  righteousness  unto  eternal  life 
by  Jesus  Christ  our  Iiord."  (6:21) 

"Jesus  shall  reign  where'er  the  sun 
Doth  his  successive  Journeys  run. 

Hls  kingdom  stretch  from  shore  to  shore 
'Till  moons  shall  wax  and  wane  no  more." 

6.  KING  CHRISTIAN  "Much  more  the, 
which  receive  abundance  of  grare  and  of  the 
gift  of  righteousness  shall  reign  In  life.”  etc 

(Rom  5:17).

HOME  BOARD  RESOLUTIONS  CONCERNING 
BAPTD4T  PAPERS. 


The  following  resolutions  offered  by  Dr  L. 
E.  Barton,  flhalrman  of  the  publicity  committee, 
were  unanimously  and  heartily  adupted  by  the 
Home  Mission.  Board  at  its  meeting  on  February 

3: 

Whereas,  the  weekly  press  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  has  been  and  is  of  Incalculable  value  to 
every  co-operative  kingdom  service  of  the  de¬ 
nomination;  and 

Whereas,  the  work  of  enlisting  the  tens  of 
thousands  of  undeveloped  and  uninformed 
among  our  people,  and  the  creation  and  mainten¬ 
ance  of  a  healthy  denominational  spirit  and  loy¬ 
alty.  cannot  be  accomplished  wl'hout  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  denominational  papers  In  the  homes 
of  the  people,  and 

Whereas,  the  denominational  press  Is  the  only 
adequate  and  dependable  printed-page  medium 
for  conserving  among  our  /C-ople  In  their  purity 
the  doctrines  and  moral  requirements  of  the 
Word  of  God,  In  a  day  when  an  Immense  amount 
of  religious  mls-lnformation  and  mls-tcai  hlng  Is 
flooding  the  country. 

Therefore,  resolved 

1.  That  the  board  expresses  its  own  deep  and 
abiding  sense  of  obligation  to  the  Baptist  papers 
of  the  South  for  thel/  consistent,  faithful  and 
able  advocacy  of  the  great  work  w  hhh  Southern 
Baptists  have  committed  to  our  hands. 

2.  That  It  Is  our  Judgment  that  serious  and 
prayerful  attention  should  be  given  In  'he 
churches  and  In  our  associations  and  other  de¬ 
nominational  meetings  to  the  claims  of  the  de¬ 
nominational  press,  and  that  the  representatives 
of  all  denominational  Interests  should  on  every 
opportunity  magnify  the  Baptist  press. 

3.  We  urge  upon  our  Baptist  pastors  and 
people  throughout  the  South  the  Importance  of 
having  the  denominational  paper  In  every  home 
In  every  church  .and  express  our  belief  (hat 
this  is  a  matter  of  such  vital  Importance  that 
the  churahes  everywhere  should  take  suitable 
and  adequate  steps  to  Impress  the  need  upon 
their  members.

We  are  slow  to  discern  the-  righ  .  and  slow  in 
willingness  and  ability  to  enforce  it.  We  come 
to  it  only  by  gradual  approach.  Even  the  I  .aw 
of  Ood  had  to  reckon  with  this  weakness,  for 
Moses  suffered  some  things  to  continue  for  a 
while,  on  accoun  of  the  ^hardness  of  men's 
hearts,  which  w  re  not  according  to  the  will  of 
(lad.  When  we  sail  against  the  wind  we  must 
constantly  tack  or  shift  the  sails  so  as  to  com  ' 
to  our  goal  In  a  zigzag  course.  In  making  laws 
men  have  of  necessity,  been  subject  to  the  same 
limitat'ons.  Men  did  not  come  to  the  pr  sent 
status  of  legislation  on  the  liquor  qu-  stion  by 
one  stroke  of  the  pen,  but  by  con-  ant  and  re¬ 
peated  efforts,  sometimes  even  losing  ground. 
But  genrally  •■ach  statute  registered  some  dis¬ 
tinct  advance  In  men's  standards  and  helped  to 
confirm  the  litle  to  the  acquisition  of  new  ground 
which  was  gained.  For  example  the  limiting 
the' amount  of  whiskey  which  could  be  ordered 
at  one  time  to  one  gallon,  was  an  advance  in 
that  it  recognized  the  right  to  limit  at  all.  The 
bill  now  before  (he  Legislature  limits  the  amount 
to  one  quart  in  two  weeks  is  a  further  advance. 
The  weakness  of  the  old  law  Is  sorely  recognized 
and  the  effort  is  made  to  amend  it.  In  a  few 
years  time  the  present  proposed  law  will  show 
weakness  and  will  need  to  be  chang>  d.  It  will 
be  noticed  however  that  the  law  is  “weak 
through  the  flesh."  It  is  as  far  as  law  can  go 
at  present  because  of  the  limitations  imposed  by 
the  weakness  of  men. 

But  the  enactment  of  law  Is  not  ’he  only 
place  where  weakness  Is  In  evidence.  More 
commonly  It  Is  in  the  enforcement.  It  Is  not 
always  easy  to  detect  the  culprit,  and  when 
he  is  discovered  there  are  many  avenues  of  es¬ 
cape.  Even  where  there  Is  de’ection  and  con¬ 
viction  and  punishment  It  meted  out,  and  tho 
pardoning  power  is  not  abused;  even  when  the 
full  penalty  of  law  Is  visited  and  Justice  is  sat¬ 
isfied,  still  there  Is  a  realization  of  failure,  for 
the  highest  and  .noblest  ends  huve  not  been 
secured  The  law  has  been  vlndhatd;  society 
has  been  protected,  but  the  man  has  been  lost. 
He  Is  a  criminal  before  the  law  and  a  condemned 
sinner  in  the  sight  of  God.  The  law  of  God 
may  be  and  Is  more  sure  to  condemn  than  the 
law  of  man.  but  It  can  go  no  further  than  to 
secure  conviction.  Further  than  this  It  can¬ 
not  go.  When  a  man  Is  put  in  the  penitentiary, 
he  is  turned  over  to  the  sergeant — and  the  chap¬ 
lain. 

Is  the  law  therefore  useless  because  It  Is 
weak?  By  no  means.  Even  human  laws  are 
not  to  be  branded  as  useless  and  Ignored  or  re¬ 
pealed  because  they  do  not  accomplish  all  we 
purpose  by  them.  God  hus  not  repealed  the 
Ten  Commandmints  because  they  have  not  stop¬ 
ped  all  thieving  and  lying  and  adultery.  God 
knew  of  course  that  they  would  not  prohibit  all 
sin.  Birt  they  set  up  a  standard;  they  warn 
and  convict;  'hey  develop  a  conscience  and  con¬ 
sciousness  of  need.  fJo,  we  are  not  going  back* 


The  word  law  is  used  In  the  Bible  as  in  com¬ 
mon  speech  witli  more  than  one  meaning.  Per- 
I  a;  s  it  would  be  more  accurate  to  say  with 
-renter  or  1  v-  latitude  in  Its  meaning;  some¬ 
times  with  a  limited  meaning  and  sometimes  a 
wider  range  is  ncluded.  Tii is  may  be  true  in 
a  single  paragraph  In  the  Bible  as  for  Instance 
where  Paul  speaks  of  what  the  law  could  not  do, 
Immediately  following  with  a  reference  to  the 
law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  In  Christ  Jesus  and  the 
laws  of  sin  and  death.  Here  is  a  reference  to 
lie  law  of  Moses,  the  oiieration  of  the  Spirit  and 
the  control  of  sin. 

Law  Is  the  expression  of  will,  usually  embrac¬ 
ing  also  its  exercise  and  including  the  effects  of 
comformity  to  It  or  violation  of  it.  The  Law  of 
God  In  Its  fullest  meaning  Is  the  complete  reve¬ 
la' ion  of  Ills  will,  the  expression  and  tr&nsoript 
of  His  own  nature.  Janies  uses  the  word  In 
this  sense  when  he  speaks  of  “Looking  Into  the 
perfect  law."  In  this  way  the  gospel  is  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  perfect  law;  or  perhaps  It  would  be 
better  to  Bay  that  the  gospel  is  the  perfect  law. 
for  It  Is  the  final  and  complete  revelation  of  the 
w  ill  of  God. 

Mere  commandments  are  not  dhe  perfect  reve¬ 
lation  of  tho  will  of  God.  They  are  perfect 
as  far  as  they  go.  but  they  are  not  complete, 
only  partial  or  fractional.  The  will  of  God 
concerning  Israel  was  not  fully  revealed  In  the 
Ten  Commandments  spoken  on  Sinai,  nor  In  the 
elaboration  of  them  (hat  followed  from  the  Ups 
of  Mos*s.  It  must  Include  the  sacrifices  of  sin, 
the  mercy  as  well  as  the  judgment  of  God.  The 
hunger  of  Moses-  heart  was  not  satisfied  by  the 
-evelatlons  he  had  the  mountain  that  first 
occasion,  but  he  Ivesought  the  Lord  to  "show  him 
His  glory."  In  answer  to  this,  he  heard  the 
voice  of  Ood  saying,  "Jehovah,  Jehovah,  a  God 
merciful  and  gracious,  slow  to  anger,  and  abun¬ 
dant  in  loving  kindness  and  truth;  forgiving 
iniquity  and  transgression  and  sin;  and  that  will 
by  no  means  clear  the  guilty.”  The  perfect 
revelation  of  God  must  include  mercy  and  for¬ 
giveness.  Indeed  these  are  called  the  "gospel 
of  the  glory  of  the  blessed  God.’ 

Tills  will  help  us  to  understand  belter  perhaps 
the  meaning  of  Jesus’  words  In  the  sermon  on 
the  Mount:  "I  came  not  to  destroy  the  law  but 
to  fulfill  it,-  that  Is.  to  complete  it.  He  Is  the 
full  embodiment  of  the  will  of  God.  He  is 
God's  last  message  to  man.  No  other  Is  need¬ 
ed  or  possible.  This  is  the  sense  In  which 
James  speaks  of  the  perfect  law.  We  also 
read  that  it  Is  not  the  will  of  God  that  any 
shoul  perish  but  that  all  should  come  to  re¬ 
pentance.  This  is  the  purpose  of  the  gospel, 
the  revelat  on  of  the  grace  of  God  that  brings 
snlva'ion.  David  in  the  nineteenth  Psalm  an¬ 
ticipates  the  gospel  message  when  he  says  "The 
Law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect  restoring  the  soul.” 
Law  In  the  limited  sense  of  commandment  and 
P1  nalty  does  not  restore  ihe  soul,  but  condemns 
It.  Law  when  It  Is  "perfect"  Including  the 
gospel  has  for  ts  purpose  and  Issue  the  restoring 
the  soul  to  the  favor  of  God  and  to  the  image 
of  God. 

"Christ  ts  the  end  of  the  law  for  righteousness 
to  every  one  that  belleveth.”  He  ts  the  end  In 
the  sense  that  He  s  what  the  law  contemplated, 
prophesied  and  required  for  Its  fulfillment.  He 
Is  the  end  In  that  He  completes  the  revelation 
of  God,  fulfills  the  will  of  God,  accomplishes  the 
purpose  of  His  grace,  puts  an  end  to  Its  penalties, 
In  His  person  and  life  fulfills  all  Its  requirements 
and  enables  those  who  believe  on  Him  to  keep 
his  commandments.  What  the  law  (of  Moses! 
could  not  do  In  that  It  was  weak  through  the 
flesh,  God  sending  His  own  Son  in  the  likeness 
of  sinful  flesh  and  for  sin.  condemned  sin  In 
the  flesh :  that  the  ordinance  of  the  law  might 
be  fulfilled  in  us,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh, 
but  after  the  Spirit.

The  Clarion-Ledger  long  ago  re¬ 
fused  all  such  unrighteous  gains  and  Its  policy 
has  been  to  support  the  laws  against  the  whiskey 
regime.

705,121  and  of  Southern  Method  sts,  2,072,035. 
The  figures  for  both  Nor'h  and  South,  however, 
reverses  the  figure  in  favor  of  the  Methodists 
The  pereentage  of  gain  in  twenty-five  years  Is 
for  the  Lutheran  Synodical  Conference  130  per 
cent;  Roman  Catholic  125:  Lutheran  General 
Synod  116;  Presbyterian,  South  1 1 R :  DlHciples 
of  Christ  113;  Southern  Baptists  111;  Metho¬ 
dist  Episcopal.  South  71.  Th.se  figures  are  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Federal  Concll  of  Churches.

with  an  appeal  for  support  of  the  Pilot,  the  or¬ 
gan  of  the  diocese,  showing  how  noressary  Is 
this  Instumentality  even  to  so  highly  organized 
an  institution  as  the  Roman  Church  The  uhurch 
paper  has  changed  of  necesa  ty.  It  has  «  been 
"forced  into  a  narrower  field  by  competition,  but 
In  that  field  it  remains  the  chief  factor  in  hnrech 
activity.  Whoso  would  reach  and  serve  through 
any  depar'ment  of  church  life,  finds  the  only 
door  is  through  the  church  paper,  which  is  the 
one  missionary  which  never  falls,  never  die- 
never  stops  for  bad  weather,  and  which  has  the 
key  to  every  home  in  the  land  t’nivereal  Lead 
er.

Foreign  Mission  Situation. 

I  give  below  a  statement  from  Dr.  J.  F.  Love, 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  Read  it.  there  Is  food  for  thought  there¬ 
in.  Mississippi  has  fallen  below  her  apportion¬ 
ment  for  several  years  now  In  succession.  We 
must  meet  It  this  year. 

Dr.  Love  says: 

''There  are  several  outstanding  and  significant 
facts  connected  with  our  Foreign  Mission  Board 
which  I  am  continually  turning  over  in  my  mind. 
They  must  have  a  great  lesson  for  Southern  Rap- 
t  sts,  and  I  am  for  this  reason,  passing  them  on 
to  the  Journal  readers. 

“There  Is  the  fact  of  a  difficult  financial  sit¬ 
uation  as  regards  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board.  All  of  us  are  lending 
our  Influence  and  heartiest  support  to  the  effort 
of  the  1-aymen  fo  raise  the  debt  on  the  two 
boards,  and  the  special  effort  to  complete  the 
Judson  Centennial  Fund.  These  two  enterprises 
must  be  carried  to  success.  There  is  danger, 
however,  that  some  will  allow  the  help  which 
they  give  lo  these  objects  to  reduce  their  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  current  expenses. 

"The  danger  of  such  a  thing.  In  view  of  the 
great  needs  of  the  board,  ought  to  be  taken  un¬ 
der  consideration  Tip  these,  and  do  not,  at  the 
risk  of  great  peril  to  the  work,  leave  tbe  other 
undone. 

“Another  fact  Is  that  the  European  war  haR. 
while  making  financial  difficulties  for  us.  In¬ 
creased  our  responsibility  to  supply  the  gospel 
to  the  heathen  nations.  The  war  has  made  our 
foreign  mission  duty  much  larger  than  It  was 
before. 

"A  fact  which  speaks  a  great  word  Is  that 
Just  when  our  foreign  mission  duty  Is  Incr  ased, 
an  unusual  number  of  eonseera'ed  and  cultured 
young  men  and  women  are  begging  to  be  sent 
to  the  foreign  field,  and  for  want  of  money  we 
must  discourage  them.  It  is  a  serious  matter 
to  keep  fifty  woll-trained  young  men  and  women 
at  home  when  they  are  anxious  to  go  and  there 
is  such  need  of  them  on  the  field. 

‘‘Put  with  this  another  fact,  namely:  a  full 
score  of  our  splend  d  missionaries  who  have 
long  cried  for  reinforcements,  are  broken  down 
In  health,  and  have  either  come  home  for  re¬ 
cuperation  or  their  doctors  are  begging  the 
Board  to  give  them  vacations.  If  we  would  not 
kill  some  of  these,  new  missionaries  ought  to  bo 
gent. 

"Does  not  the  Lord  speak  to  us  a  plain  word 
In  these  fac.'s  on  the  Christian  duty  of  increas¬ 
ing  our  foreign  miss  on  gifts?

WE  ARE  GOD  S  DEBTORS. 

A  church’s  financial  problem  will  never  be 
solved  until  all  the  members  realize  that  they 
are  God’s  debtors.  We  hear  a  good  deal  about 
the  motive  that  prompts  one  to  pay.  No  mat'er 
what  the  motive  is.  unless  there  be  back  of  the 
pay  the  consciousness  and  the  conviction  that 
what  Is  being  turned  Into  the  Lord's  treasury 
Is  not  a  gift,  but  a  Just  debt,  the  motive  itself 
cannot  be  right.  It  is  taken  for  granted  that 
It  Is  not  necessary  to  stop  here  and  argue  the 
propos'tlon  that  all  saved  people  owe  God  some¬ 
thing  definite — something  material  somethin? 
of  their  own  personal  possessions.  Proof  texts 
In  support  of  this  proposition  are  so  numerous 
that  one  scarcely  knows  which  one  to  give  first. 
We  are  in  very  truth  God's  debtors. 


This  being  conceded,  a  question  suggests  It¬ 
self,  "How  should  one  pay  God  what  he  owes 
Him?”  Answer,  "The  treasury  of  the  church  of 
one's  membership  Is  the  only  proper  channel 
through  which  he,  or  she,  may  disburse  his,  or 
her,  pay.  That.  Is,  of  course,  if  what  he  Is  paying 
Is  In  any  sense  whatever  In  the  name  of  his 
church. 

And  If  It  Is  not  In  the  name  of  his  church, 
then  he  should  not  charge  his  church  up  with 
It  at  all.  Paying  what  one  owes  God  at  random 
never  helps  the  church  of  one's  membership  to 
solve  Its  financial  problem. 

A  man  said  to  the  writer  once  that  the  reason 
he  was  paying  nothing  Into  the  treasury  of  the 
church  was  the  fact  that  all  he  was  giving  was 
going  to  the  support  of  some  poor  relatives. 

And  that  means  that  he  Is  helping  neither 
God's  church  nor  God's  poor,  primarily,  by  pay¬ 
ing  into  God's  treasury  what  really  and  Justly 
belongs  to  God  -  but  he  Is  really  robbing  God  In 
order  to  help  his  own  kith  and  kin. 

Noth'ng  in  all  the  temple  worship  was  more 
prominent  and  important  than  the  treasury. 
Why  should  it  be  regarded  as  being  less  Impor¬ 
tant,  or  even  not  necessary  at  all,  now? 

Let  It  be  emphasized,  and  reiterated,  that  if 
a  church's  financial  problem  is  ever  solved,  all 
monies  belonging  to  God.  as  a  rule,  must  find 
their  way  to  God  through  the  channels  of  church 
treasuries. 

Please  remember,  now.  that  in  order  to  the 
solution  of  a  church's  financial  problem:  (1) 
Every  member  must  be  a  paying  member;  (2) 
every  member  must  pay  systematically:  (3) 
every  member  must  realize  fhat  what  he  pays 
s  not  giving  God  something,  but  It  Is  paying 
Him  what  he  owes. 

But  all  this  Is  not  enough.  The  adequate  so- 
I it •  ion  of  this  problem  demands  as  uncompro¬ 
misingly  as  Phylock  demanded  his  pound  of 
flesh  that  every  member  pay  God  all  he  owes 
Him. 

They  say  that  the  amount  of  "conscience 
money”  turned  Into  the  P.  s,  Treasury  yearly 
Is  fabulously  large.  Which  means,  of  course, 
that  all  over  the  land  there  are  men  and  women 
who  wake  up  to  a  realization  that  they  have 
In  their  possession  monies  that  really  do  not 
belong  to  them.  And  so.  spurred  on  by  an  arous¬ 
ed  and  energizing  conscience,  they  surrender 
these  monies  to  the  Treasury  Department  at 
Washington. 

And  wo  may  digress  here  to  say  that  one's 
conscience  Is  one  of  the  most  Important  attri¬ 
butes  of  his  being.  But  It  Is  something  that 
has  to  be  properly  cultivated,  cared  for,  and  re¬ 
garded  else  It  wll  Head  one  either  nowthere  or 
anywhere. 

Now  .observation  has  forced  the  writer  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  average  church  member 
hasn’t  a  very  sensitive  conscience  In  the  matter 
of  his  monetary  obligations  to  God. 

A  church  can  never  hope  to  solve  rightly  Its 
financial  problem  until  all  Its  members  put  in 
the  same  class  their  debts  to  their  fellowmen 
and  tlheir  debts  to  their  God.  Indeed,  If  It  Is 
at  all  possible  for  one  honest  debt  to  be  more 
honest,  and  more  binding,  and  more  sacred,  than 
another  honest  debt,  then  the  debt  we  owo  God 
takes  precedence  over  all  other  debts. 

Paid  the  church  treasurer  to  one  of  the  mem¬ 
bers.  “Don’t  you  realize  that  you  owe  God 
something  In  a  financial  way?"  “Yes,”  replied 
the  member.  "Well."  Raid  the  treasurer,  "why 
don’t  you  pay  Him?”  And  the  member  replied, 
"Because  He  Is  not  pushing  me  like  the  others 
I  owe.” 

But,  friend,  forget  not  that  thou  art  Indebted 
to  thy  God  to  some  extent  In  a  far  more  sacred 
sense  than  It  Is  possible  for  you  to  be  indebted 
to  any  man.

Plnce  you  last  heard  from  us  directly,  our

And  finally  he  added 
the  Inspirational  touch  by  telling  of  the  joy  ex¬ 
pressed  by  a  certain  medical  missionary  him¬ 
self  a  Mississlpplan  we  have  no  doubt  in  a  re¬ 
cent  letter,  telling  of  the  conversion  of  a 
wealthy  Chinaman  and  his  whole  family,  whost 
love  and  confidence  he  had  won  by  treating  a 
son  through  a  well  nigh  fatal  attack  of  fever. 

On  the  Missionary  Day  before  the  last  we  had 
with  us  Dr.  Ben  Cox,  of  Memphis,  who  told  us 
some  more  of  the  wonderful  answers  to  prayer 
that  had  come  through  the  noon  prayer  meetings 
of  the  Central  church  .and  how  hungry  men.  at¬ 
tracted  by  the  prospect  of  obtaining  a  free  lunch, 
had.  when  they  got  there,  been  won  by  the  llolv 
Spirit,  through  the  service,  to  the  One  |n  whose 
name  It  was  done.

ON  THE  ROAD  TO  AN  A-l 
SCHOOL. 

By  Herman  Dean, 

Superintendent  Brookhaven  Baptist 
Sunday  School. 

In  two  previous  articles  Bro¬ 
ther  l>ran  dlacuaaed  the  prin¬ 
ciples  ami  requirements  Involv¬ 
ed  in  the  Standard  of  Excellence. 

At  our  retjuest  he  tie  re  In  gives 
In  concrete  form  an  Illustration 
of  the  effort  to  apply  the  efttr- 
leitry  tests  of  the  standard  In 
his  own  scliool.  Sunday  Hchool 
workers  will  read  Uhls  bit  of 
history  with  mueh  Interest  and 
profit. 

The  Brookhaven  Baptist  church 
has  an  enrollment  In  its  main  Sun¬ 
day  School  of  4  84  pupils,  under 
eight  general  officers,  eleven  depart¬ 
mental  officers  and  twenty-seven 
teachers.  This  is  flanked  by  a 
cradle  roll  department  of  nearly  100 
babies  and  a  home  department  of 
100  members,  each  department  un¬ 
der  Its  superintendent  and  her  assis¬ 
tants. 

By  the  "Standard  of  Excellence 
for  Baptist  Suncay  Schools,"  our 
school  now  grades  rlnety  par  cent, 
having  yet  to  take  credit  for  step 
VII.  which  Is,  however,  so  dose  tp 
our  grasp  and  so  reasonably  certain 
of  early  attainment,  that  we  count 
our  long  struggle  toward  the  goal  as 
practically  won. 

For  the  way  has  been  both  long 
and  strenuous.  Perhaps  the  definite 
aim  of  the  leaders  of  the  movement 
toward  the  standard  did  not  crytal- 
lze  prior  to  1912,  but  Its  inception 
was  much  earlier,  and  was  inspired 
by  the  realization  that  something 
must  be  done  to  bring  the  school  up 
to  where  It  would  more  nearly  ac¬ 
complish  the  full  measure  of  Its  po¬ 
tential  efficiency. 

It  was  a  good  school,  but  there 
was  something  wrong.  There  was 
too  much  "lost  motion"  and  that,  In 
Christian  labors,  too  often  means 
lost  souls.  The  causes  of  the  trou¬ 
ble  were  so  apparent  that  they  could 
not  well  be  overlooked  by  one  seek¬ 
ing.  They  were  two. 

In  the  first  place,  the  school  was 
too  good.  That  Is  to  say.  It  was  sat¬ 
isfied  with  itself.  Its  corps  of  teach¬ 
ers  was  Individually  above  the  av¬ 
erage  In  ability;  It  was  numerically 
the  largest  In  the  county  and  the 
town.  There  was  a  promising  amount 
of  noise  Sunday  mornings,  and  by 
local  standards  It  was  quite  satis¬ 
factory. 

But  It  was  self-blinded.  The  vision 
of  Its  possibilities,  of  its  lost  oppor¬ 
tunities,  had  only  dimly  dawned.  If 
at  all.  It  realized  neither  Its  weak¬ 
nesses  nor  Its  strength. 

The  diagnosis  was  unquestionably 
sound.  The  remedy  was  at  hand — 
a  simple  preparation  of  modern  Sun¬ 
day  School  methods,  but  the  patient 
refused  to  take  It  except  In  very 
broken  doses. 

Once  In  Its  history  there  had  been 
an  attempt  at  pupil  grading,  over 
strong  opposition  In  high  quarters, 
but  by  1909  the  results  thereby  ac¬ 
complished  had  almost  been  oblit¬ 
erated  through  subsequent  neglect. 
The  ages  were  fearfully  and  wonder¬ 
fully  mixed. 

It  was  decided  that  this  point  af¬ 
forded  the  field  for  the  best  returns 
In  educational  work,  since  it  would 


qufckly  furnish  a  clear-cut  object- 
lesson  of  the  efficacy  of  the  prin¬ 
ciples  we  wished  to  Inculcate.  A 
campaign  toward  organization  was 
launched,  a  census  taken  whose 
"discoveries"  stretched  the  eyes  of 
many  a  placid  old-timer,  and  an  ex¬ 
tensive,  hut  incomplete,  pupil  grad¬ 
ing  put  through,  against  lessening 
opposition. 

At  this  time  the  cradle  roll  was 
started  and  grew  rapidly.  Also,  a 
homo  department,  hut  Its  tribulations 
would  fill  another  chap'i  r.  Inci¬ 
dentally,  the  Sunday  School  program 
was  made  more  brightening  and  In¬ 
spiring  by  replacing  the  church  hym¬ 
nal  with  a  book  of  live  Sunday 
School  songs. 

This  leaven  worked  for  over  a 
year,  until  the  last  of  1911,  when 
another  census  was  taken  and  pupil 
grading  pushed  somewhat  further. 
Opposition  to  this  step  had  practi¬ 
cally  died,  the  workers  were  more 
prepared  to  follow  up  the  plan  of  or¬ 
ganization,  and  went  into  1912  with  I 
great  energy.  * 

The  results  In  enrollment  and  at¬ 
tendance  surpassed  all  records,  fur- 1 
nlshlng  Inspiration  and  enthusiasm 
not  only  to  our  own  people,  but  to 
the  other  schools  of  the  town,  who 
‘heard,  came  doubting,  and  went 
away  to  start  something  at  home. 
The  capacity  of  the  church  building 
was  over-taxed.  In  order  tempor¬ 
arily  to  relieve  the  congestion,  a 
rough  annex  was  added  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  beginners  and  Baracas. 

Now,  as  before  indicated,  the  A-l 
standard  was  definitely  raised  as  our 
goal.  The  large  wall-chart  of  the 
"ladder"  was  prominently  hung.  We 
already  had  the  first  three  steps,  and 
practically  the  ninth,  but  at  that  time 
credit  had  to  be  taken  for  consecu¬ 
tive  steps,  so,  holding  on 'to  our 
Items  under  step  TX  as  the  key  to 
our  progress,  we  turned  our  atten¬ 
tion  to  Grade  B-3 — bringing  and  us¬ 
ing  Bibles. 

Would  it  be  supposed  that  Chris¬ 
tian  teachers  and  students  In  a  cul¬ 
tured  community  could  be  induced

even  to  lay  aside  their  Bibles  in  the 
class  hour,  much  less  have  to  be  half- 
forced  to  bring  them?  Yet  the  Bible 
class  'brought  fewer  than  the  begin¬ 
ners —  who  could  not  read  and  then 
they  were  counted  and  discarded! 

Bight  at  this  point  we  struck  the 
second  cause  for  our  non-progressive 
State — the  surpr  sing  and  inexplica¬ 
ble  failure  of  the  actual  leaders,  the 
officers  and  teacherB,  to  realize  the 
duties,  responsibilities  and  demands 
of  their  high  positions  before  the 
Lord!  It  baa  taken  four  years  to 
gain  the  four  steps  where  their  qual¬ 
ifications  arc  weighed  steps  IV.  V. 
VI  and  X.  Four  years  of  Christian 
education. 

After  nn  in'er-denomlnatlonal  cen¬ 
sus  In  the  late  summer  of  1912, 
which  was  poorly  followed  up.  Mr 
.1  K.  Byrd  spent  several  days  with 
us  In  the  fall.  He  conducted  a  short 
institute,  yet  put  nine  diplomas 
among  us.  and  pledged  the  teachers 
to  more  definite,  united  effort.  Sev¬ 
eral  adult  classes  were  organized. 
We  started  a  weekly  teachers'  and 
•  f fleers'  meeting,  but  this  was  short¬ 
lived.  Finally,  by  beginning  to  re¬ 
port  Bibles  brought,  and  by  other 
pressure,  we  decided  we  could  fairly 
take  credit  ft  r  step  IV. 

In  1913,  work  was  begun  on  a 
new  church  building,  which  had  ben 
carefully  planned  wftb  reference  to 
the  needs  of  an  up-to-date  school. 
During  the  period  of  construction, 
our  school  met  In  the  city  hall,  being 
glad  to  hold  Its  own  during  this 
time,  which,  however.  It  did.  and 
went  into  Its  new  quarters  In  May, 
1914,  to  all  appearances  on  fire  with 
enthusiasm  and  ready  to  become  A-l 
forthwith. 

A  normal,  class  meeting  at  the 
Sunday  School  hour  was  begun,  per¬ 
fect  departmental  organization  in¬ 
stalled.  including  comple'e  pupil 
grading— -without  a  murmur  —  and 
graded  literature  added  through  the 
Junior  department.  We  were  there¬ 
by  enabled  to  take  credit  for  steps 
VIII  and  IX,  making  us,  by  the 
method  of  grading  under  the  new- 
standard,  a  60  per  cent  achool.

"Tbe  nm  Christian  community 
had  become  a  i>o-yi<T  In  Jerusalem. 
There  had  as  yet  ’tsome  to  exist  no 
strong  or  settled  •  Organize' Ion,  but 
the  bond  of  love  apd  fellowship  held 
the  believers  together  as  one  great 
family.  They  hgd  met  opposition 
from  without  heeSuse  they  were 
strong  and  persistent  In  declaring 
the  Messiahshlp  of '  Jesus  and  h's 
resurrection,  and  that  he  was  the  only 
means  of  salvation^  The  attack  up¬ 
on  Peter  and  John  served  only  to 
strengthen  the  b pig  of  the  Christians 
upon  the  people,  and  the  new  doc¬ 
trine  kept  receiving  additional  advo¬ 
cates  Opposition  developed  from 
within  the  community  itself,  and  op¬ 
position  of  this  kind  Is  more  effec¬ 
tive  In  Its  assault^  tffan  that  from  the 
outrde.  The  deception  and  hypocrisy 
practiced  by  Ananias  and  Sapphlra 
were  soon  disclosed  and  punished. 
From  two  angles  this  lesson  can  be 
applied  to  the  subplot  of  temperance. 
1.  The  church  of  flesus  Christ  Is  op¬ 
posed  to  every  evil  and  Is  therefore 
unalterably  opposed  to  the  liquor 
traff  c.  2.  The  tyquor  evil  Is  a  de¬ 
ceiver  of  the  mos'  pronounced  type 
It  hides  itself  under  a  guise  of  re¬ 
spectability  and  under  the  law.  but  It 
Is  only  and  always  base." 

The  lessen  Teachings. 

Brotherly  Accord —After  Peter  had 
worked  the  miracle  of  healing  the 
lame  man,  with  John  he  was  put  In 
prison  until  the-  next  day.  When 
there  could  be  foundNiothlng  against 
the  apostles,  they  yere  released,  and 
at  one©  they  went  to  their  own  com¬ 
pany  And  thejrbeld  a  prayer  meet¬ 
ing  which  the  v^ry  prayer  which  all 
Joined  In  Is  recorded  The  notable 
thing  about  that-prpyer  Is.  that  they 
were  with  one  actfOrd  Much  bitter¬ 
ness  of  feeling  would  be  destroyed, 
should  the  brethfm  unite  with  one 
accord  In  prayer?  and  pray  a  prayer 
worthy  to  be  h.&nded  down  to  pos¬ 
terity.  Anothef  notable  thing  Is 
that  when  they  hjid  prayed  the  place 
was  shaken  and  .they  all  were  filled 
with  the  Holy  Gh^at.  I  fear  some  of 
our  prayers  are  very  much  like  the 
bubbles  blown  by  a  child:  they  rise] 
but  soon  to  explQd«  and  vanish  Into 
thin  air.  If  wa^irould  bring  things 
to  pass  In  Ood'8;klpgdom.  our  pray¬ 
ers  must  have  Qk  shaking  quality 
and  weight.  For  'a  church  to  pray 
a  telling  prayer,  there  must  be  con¬ 
cord  and  harmony.  It  Is  only  under 
conditions  of  this- kind  that  there  can 
be  a  filling  of  rhe  Holy  Ohost  Note 
the  effects  of  the  Holy  Ghos!  filled 
church  Th-y  venire  of  one  heart 
and  of  one  t,ou>;  ;ond  they  had  all 
things  In  common;  This  scripture 
Is  puzzling  to  a  jflreat  many  people. 
They  see  in  It  th»  scare  of  socialism, 
not  distinguishing  the  difference  be^ 
tween  Christian  socialism  and  politi¬ 
cal  socialism.  ‘The  question  of 
Christian  Socialism  b»  claiming  a  very 
deep  Interest  arming  our  Baptist  peo¬ 
ple.  This  idea  reached  a  head¬ 
ing  In  the  fact  jot  the  great  work 


which  Dr.  Gardner  is  doing  In  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  St  m- 
niary.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  World  Alliance  held  In  Philadel¬ 
phia.  in  June,  19-25.  1911,  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolution  was  passed: 

'Resolved,  That  a  committee  on 
social  progress  of  fifteen  be  appointed 
to  memorialize  other  religious  bodies 
of  the  world  to  appoint  similar  com¬ 
mittees  who  shall  confer  together  and 
endeavor  to  secure  such  concerted  at- 
tion  as  shall  destroy  these  evils  and 
make  the  Impact  of  Christendom  up¬ 
on  the  nations  of  eayth  more  helpful 
This  committee  shall  also  study  the 
further  duty  of  the  church  to  society 
and  shall  suggest  ways  whereby  Jesus 
Christ  may  become  a  fact  In  the  social 
life  of  the  world."  Christian  social¬ 
ism  based  upon  altruism,  or  the 
Golden  Rule,  does  not  ask  for  equal 
distribution,  but  equal  opportunity 
and  Justice.  It  Is  founded  on  the 
spirit  of  Jesus,  while  political  social 
Ism  Is  founded  on  the  spirit  of  the 
world. 

The  Apostles  as  Witnesses:  — 
"With  great  power."  No  wonder! 
for  they  were  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ohost.  When  men  are  dead  In  earn¬ 
est  about  the  welfare  of  God's  king¬ 
dom.  they  cannot  help  letting  their 
enthusiasms  burst  forth.  They  will 
manifest  their  Interest  with  great  vig¬ 
or.  spirit,  and  courage.  By  the  very 
things  done,  the  apostles  gave  witness 
to  the  resurrection  of  Jesus.  “And 
grace  was  upon  them."  Not  only 
upon  the  apostles,  but  upon  them  all 
This  grace  bore  fruition  in  all  they 
did.  If  every  child  of  God  would 
put  himself  in  such  attitude  to  Ood 
that  he  could  be  used  of  Ood  In  ac¬ 
cordance  with  his  ability  It  would  not 
be  long  before  the  world  would  have 
preached  the  blessed  truth  of  Christ's 
saving  grace. 

Liberalizing  Effect  of  the  Gospel  — 
"Neither  was  any  among  them  that 
lacked.”  When  a  man’s  soul  be¬ 
comes  fllletf  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  his 
heart  becomes  filled  with  love,  and 
his  hands  become  filled  with  charity, 
and  his  activities  become  filled  with 
deeds  of  relief.  The  poor  suffer  no 
longer,  for  the  rich  see  to  It  that  all 
shall  eat  and  have  raiment.  This  Is 
a  beautiful  story  of  Barnabas.  His 
life  meant  much  In  the  kingdom  of 
God.  because  he  will  to  be  used  of 
God 

To  Be.  Not  to  Seem — The  one  thing 
that  our  churches  need  today  Is  to 
note  carefully  “The  vital  difference 
between  the  spirit  and  the  farihlon  of 
Christianity.”  Hitherto  the  work 
of  the  church  has  been  without  a  dis¬ 
cord.  But  now  selfish  ambition  en¬ 
ters.  Falsehood  Is  resorted  to,  and 
that,  too,  by  people  under  ordinary 
circumstances  seem  to  he  hlghlv 
blessed  The  name  "Ananias” 
means  "grace  of  Ood,"  and  "Sap¬ 
phlra”  of  course  means  Just  a  Jewel 
of  brilliancy.  As  some  one  has  said. 
"Somebody  there  was  Who  loved  them 
well  enough  to  give  them  fine  names 
when  they  were  little.”  But  Ananias 
lied,  and  the  grace  of  Ood  departed 
from  him.  Sapphlra  lied  and  she 
lost  all  her  beauty.  While  the  church 
was  on  such  a  triumphal  inarch.
